JEFFERSON CITY, July 1.—The 
United Railways Co. today formally 
accepted the increased street car 
fare set by the Missouri Public 
Service Commission last Saturday 
but announced its exception to 
three phases of the Commission’s 
decision announcing the new rate. 

The fare, to be effective Tues- 
day, is to be 8 cents, or two tokens 
for 15 cents, a temporary figure 
for at least six months, set, by the 
Commission until it can make final 
decision in the transit company’s 
rate case. This increase the com- 
pany accepts. 

It announced its disagreement, 
hgwever, with the figure set by the 
Commission in its order as a fair 
return, with the tentative valuation 
set by the body and with its method 
of considering the company’s de- 
preciation reserve account. 

It announced it could not accept 
7.1 per cent as a fair and reason- 
able rate of return on its invest- 
ment,-nor could it accept $52,024,- 
192 as a fair valuation of its prop- 
erty. The company asked the 
Commission to strike out the figure 
and substitute for it $75,000,000, 
the minimum valuation for which 
the transit company has been con- 
tending. 

In arriving at the tentative val- 
uation the; Commission deducted 
$6,183,099 to cover a credit of that 
amount in the reserve set aside by. 
the company to cover depreciation. 
This action should also be set 
aside, the company contends.

PARIS July 1.—An investiga- 
tion of the false report last night 
that Commander Byrd had landed 
at Issy les Moulineaux near Paris, 
disclosed that it apparently was ac- 
cepted by the officials of Le Bour- 
get flying field through a telephone 
call made by the sub-prefect of po- 
lice at Le Bourget to the French 
Surete-Generale, a police body cor- 
responding to London’s Scotland 
Yard. 

Telephoning from the office of 
Commander Renvoise of the civil 
aviation field at Le:Bourget, the 
sub-prefect asked the Surete-Gen- 
erale if it was true, as he had 
heard, that the America had land- 
ed at Issy. Then he turned around

that it was true.

PARIS, July 1.—Although the 
crowd gathered at Le Bourget 
Field last night, awaiting the coni- 
ing of Commander Richard HE. 
Byrd was nothing like the multi- 
tude that swamped the whole field 
and choked the road for 10 miles 
the day Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 
arrived, there nevertheless was a 
goodly gathering by 9 o’clock, de- 
spite the wretched weather. 

From 8 o’clock on it rained 
steadily and the “ceiling’’ became 
lower and lower. Republican 
Guards, mounted police, as well as 
brigades of ordinary police, had 
been mobilized. The whole air- 
dome's lights and searchlights were 
in actino. Most o fthe time a loud 
speaker entertained the crowd 
with a wireless concert, interrupt- 
ing from time to time to give bul- 
letins of Byrd’s progress. 

There was a great cheer when a 
little before 9 o'clock it was an- 
nounced that he had signalled his 
arrival over France. Byrd hit the 
French coast at the tip of Brittany 
much further south than was an- 
tieipated, after the earlier news

Then for. a few 
minutes there was silence, but at 
6:14 St. Louis time a longer and 
more definite message was re- 
ported. 

It began with an SOS, and then 
Byrd asked that flares be lighted 
—they had been set off at Le 
Bourget every three minutes for 
hours—and that an airplane be 
sent up to guide him into port. 
But as his position was not given 
and it was not even known 
whether he was still in the vicin- 
ity of Paris, which at one time 
seemed to stretch out below his 
wings, the officials were puzzled. 

Compass Out of Order. 

Another message picked up by 
the Naval Radio Station at Havre 
and signed by Byrd told that his 
compass was out of order and he 
was np longer able to check his 
position. A few minutes later, at 
6:25 St. Louis time, came the last 
signal heard—another SOS. 

Fog and rain were so thick that 
there was even the possibility that 
the America had flown directly 
over the field and missed it, for an 
officer at La Bourget, Capt. Dupre, 
thought he heard the purring of a 
plane over the field nearly an hour 
before Byrd’s last message was re-

Commander Byrd declared on 
arriving in this little picturesque 
resort that the America had en- 
countered bad weather all the 
way from the United States. Fog 
had kept them from finding the 
air lane to Paris and had _ forced 
them to grope blindly in the air 
until they had no choice but to 
make a descent as best they 
could. 

Explaining the wandering of 
the America in the fog over France 
for many hours and his final land- 
ing, Byrd said that his compass 


America had reached the coast of 
France in the vicinity of Brest. 
Then the thick fog held the plane 
a> 1 they did not know where they 
were. : 

When their gas and oil was 
nearly run out, Comander Byrd 
said, the America was headed in 
the direction where the sea was 
thought to lie in the hope that a 
safer landing could be made there 
than on unseen terrain. The 
Commander said that the Amer- 
ica was driven until the fuel was 
virtually used up. He sent down 
a flare and then followed with the 
plane. The plane struck shallow 
water and the landing gear was 
torn off. The plane quickly sub- 
merged to the wings to which the 
flyers clung until they succeeded 
in launching their rubber life 
boat.

Le Bourget Field Darkened. 

Meanwhile the welcoming crowds 
at Le Bourget scattered in the be- 
lief that Byrd had landed and the 
guiding lights were darkened. An 
official communication also was 
sent from Paris to the naval signal 
station at Havre stating that the 
plane had landed at Issy and there- 
fore it would not be necessary to 
keep flares burning any longer on 
the flying field at Havre. 

Issy les Moulineaux is a town of 
26,000, four miles southwest by 
west from Notre Dame Cathedral, 
Paris. 

Issy les Moulineaux is difficult 
to reach by bad roads, and much 
time elapsed before a personal in- 
vestigation by the newspaper men 
revealed the falsity of the report. 

For the reporters it was a hard 
which lies at 
the far end of Paris outside Porte 
de Versailles. At Porte de Versail- 
les there was an annoying stop for 
a checkup of the “octroi,” or lo- 
cal taxes, which are charged on 
gasoline, and another run along a 
dark road to the field. There was 
not a telephone available out there 
at that time of night, and the same 
long ride back was necessary be- 
fore central offices could be in- 
formed and the report authorita- 
tively denied. 

For most of the newspaper men, 
the trip took nearly an hour, and 
for those who were painstaking 
enough to check up all possible 
sources, even longer. 


Next the America signalled from | 
over Saint Brieux, then near. 
Rennes. All seemed well. Many | 
wireless stations were picking up| 
Byrd's messages and relaying them | 
by telephone. Soon the Le Bour- 
get station, though very small, be-| 
gan to receive them. Practically ai] | 
evening the field was in conversa- 
tion with The America. 

Until an S O S message came, 
saying “Lost somewhere west of 
Paris, cannot find Le Bouzet, have | 
gas for three hours.” the messages | 
ceme clear. Then silence. Vainly| 
Le Bourget'’s operator tappel out! 
messages giving all the inforiuation | 
likely to enable the flyers to find! 
the right course. But there wus! 
no response. 

As the hours’ wore 
throng at Le Bourget 
came nervous and worried. The 
correspondent, accompanied by 
Chamberlin, left the shelter of: the 
hangar to listen for the reassuring 
sound of an engine, but the only 
sound was the dreary splash of rain 
on the paved runway. Nothing 
could be seen except the sodden 
clouds and mist lit at regular in- 
tervals by the beam of the search- 
lights. 

Every quarter of an hour that 
passed increased the anxiety. Many 
women were in the crowd. Their 
faces became drawn and haggard. 
And nothing came to relieve the 
tenseness. Until finally the false 
report of the landing at Issy-Les- 
Moelineaux, three miles west of the 
city, and the joy for that was 
short lived. 

Once Near Their Destination 

At one moment in the tense 
game of hide and seek, the Amer- 
ica’s aviators were were within a 
few miles of their destination. At 
12:55 Paris time (5:55 St. Louis 
time) the wireless station at Viry

They were the last signals to be | 
heard from him and nearly three 
hours later wireless operators were | 
still straining their ears for the 
faint flicker of the radio that might | 
give some hint of the four men lost. 
in the night. 

The false report of the landing 
at Issy-Les-Moulineaux, so soon 
after Byrd’s message, sent most of 
the waiting crowds home as the 
lights on the field were extin- 
guished. But when the mistake 
was discovered, the lights were 
turned on again and before 4 
o'clock (9 o'clock St. Louis time) 
the flares on every field in the 
Vicinity of Paris were burning 
brightly. 

Grope Hopelessly Through Rain. 

These signals by which Byrd 
sought to locate the landing field 
started at 6:14 St. Louis time and 
were continued as message after 
message was sent out from the 
aviators groping hopelessly through 
rain and fog on a course none of 
them knew. The gayety of the 
rain-soaked men and women at Le

“We saw no ships until we were 
almost over Europe. We flew ‘ae 
an altitude varying from 1200 to 
11,000 feet. 


“This has not changed my views 
regarding commercial aviation. It 
is the coming thing. The motors 
worked wonderfully. All three ran 
42 hours without missing a pop.” 

Commander Byrd said he had no 
plans for the future. There was 
hardly any gas left in the plane 
‘when they landed. The wheels of 
the landing gear broke off when 
the plane hit the water.

Elliott says he saw 
the recluse about 10 oclock in the 
morning letting rats out of traps 
for his dogs to catch, 

“He had lived on the dump,” LEl- 
liott said, “about six years. He 
frequently brought me sums rang- 
ing between $109 and $150 to keen 
for him in the office until he could 
get to the bank.

THINKS SOUTH ATLANTIC 
ROUTE BEST FOR FLYER 


Meteorologist Kimball Declares 
Northern Airway Not Feas- 
ible for Planes. 


From the New York Bureau of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 1.—Commer- 
clal aviation on set schedules over 
the northern route is impracticai, 
at least with planes now avail- 
able, in the belief of James H. 
Kimball, meteorologist of the 
United States weather bureau. A 
route by way of Bermuda to the 
Azores or the Maderia Islands 
would be feasible, he gaid. 2 

“The weather is almcst never 
ideal over the North Atlantic,” 
Kimball explained. “Storms and 
fogs are general and facilities for 
making weather. surveys are poor 
because of the few ship reports 
available. With the planes we now 
have it is just about possible to 
make the trip.” 

Over the southern route the 
weather is usually fair and»calm 
from May through September, and 
in winter conditions there are 
about the same as they are in 
summer in the north Atlantic. 
“Aerial navigation over the north- 
ern route in winter is next to im- 
possible.” 

Kimball pointed out the advant- 
age of stopping off points on the 
southern route.

LOW TARIFF PROPOSAL 


POSED BY FRENCH 


'Delégates to International C. of 
C. Say Their Nation Intends 
to Increase Duties. 


By the Associated Presa. 

STOCKHOLM, July 1.—The mu- 
nicipality gave a banquet in the 
city hall yesterday to the delegates 
to the conference of the Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce 

In behalf of the American dele- 
gation, Charles 8. Haight of New 
York said that the conference 
seemed to have succeeded in cre- 
ating a spirit of fairness and good 
will among the nations to a much 
higher extent than diplomacy had 
been able to do. 

“Evem if we have many differ- 
ent languages and do not always 
understand each other,” he re- 
marked, “we are beginning to think 
alike.” 

At a session of the conference 
many of the foreign delegates de- 
scribed the economic position of 
their respective countries, which 
left hopeful impressions. The con- 
ference adopted a modified resolu- 
tion regarding trade barriers, with 
a view to meeting French objec- 
tions, but the final draft will be 
voted today. 

This resolution originally said 
that the restoration of world pros- 
perity would be promoted most ef- 
fectively by progressive reduction 
of barriers now preventing full ex- 
pansion of international trade. It 
advocated immediate lowering of 
excessive tariffs and called on all 
governments to direct their policies 
to this end. 

Opposition to this was voiced by 
the French delegation, who de- 
clared that France soon intended 
to increase her tariffs. For this 
reason the resolution was revised. 

Dr. Alberto Pirelli of Italy will 
be elected president of the Inter- 
national Chamber. 

On recommendation of the Trade 
Barriers Committee the conference 
adopted a resolution in favor of 
the conclusion of an international 
convention for the abolition of vicas 
as a means f fostering healthy in- 
ternational intercourse. 

The Court of Arbitration of the 
Chamber, in a resolution unani- 
mously adopted, recorded with 
gratification that a great many 
merchants, bankers and manufac- 
turers already had inserted the 
arbitration clause of the Interna- 
tional Chamber in their contract, 
and again called attention to the 
advantages to be derived and the 
legal formalities, expenses and de- 
lays to be ayoided thereby.

DETROIT NO-FRANCHISE PLAN 
FOR UTILITIES WORKS WELL 


Corporation Counsel 


O’Neil Explains Its), 


Operation—Contradicts Claims of Edison 
Company’s Manager. 


Specia] to the Post-Dispatch, 

DETROIT, Mich., July 1.-— 
“Neither the Detroit Edison Co. 
nor any other public utility is op- 
erated under a franchise in the 
city of Detroit,” said Charles P. 
O'Neil, city corporation counsel, in 
answer to the statement by Alfred 
C. Marshall, general manager of 
the Edison Co., that his company 
operated “under a franchise which 
is not limitéd in terms or rates.” 

“The very fact that he worded 
his statement ‘not limited in terms 
or rates’ shows clearly that his 
company is not operating under a 
franchise, because a franchise is 
an agreement that specifies terms 
and rates,’’ O’Neil said. “The pol- 
icy of the city is not to grant a 
franchise to any utility but to let 
each one operate by day-to-day 
agreements and on terms which are 
revocable by the people at any 
time. At present, the city can 
order any utility in the city to 
cease operations. 

“This policy was adopted  fol- 
lowing the trouble with the old De- 
troit United Railways when it took 
all of 20 or 25 years to oust the 
company after the city claimed 
that its franchise had expired. 
Therefore an amendment was made 
to the State Constitution which 


says that no franchise can be 
granted that is not revocable at 
any time at the will of the people, 
without a vote of three-fifths of 
the people. 

“Marshall probably meant that 
his company operated under an 
agreement that is not limited in 
terms or rates. That is correct. 
So long as the rates of the Edison 
Co. are satisfactory, no complaint 
will be heard of from the city, and 
the company can continue to op- 
erate. In the past relations  be- 
tween the city and the Edison Co. 
rave been amicable.” 

When asked to explain in brief 
form the relation of utilities to the 
city, O'Neil issued the following 
statement: 

“The right to operate is termin- 
able at the will of the people. The 
rates are fixed by agreement or by 
order of the State Utilities Com- 
mission, to which either party may 
apply for aid; rates are fixed fur 
no definite period. The company’s 
books must be open for inspection 
by the city. "henever they dis- 
close earnings beyond a 
turn, approximately 7 per cent or 
so on the face value of the pronp- 
erty, an adjustment is sought bv 
agreement if possible, or by appl!- 
eation to the Utilities Commission.” 


UANADA CELEBRATES 
TS OOTH BIRTHDAY 


Entire Dominion Observing An- 
niversary of Adoption of Con- 
stitution. 


By the Associated Press. 
OTTAWA, Ont., July 1.—Flags 


were unfurled and offices, shops 
and factories throughout Canada 
were deserted today for inaugura- 
tion of the three-day celebration 
of the sixtieth anniversary of the 
birth of the dominion. 

No celebration in the history of 
the country has aroused such wide 
spread interest. From Cape Bre- 
ton Island, on the Atlantic, to Van- 
couver Island, on the Pacific, the 


country was a mass of color in 
honor of the anniversary of the 
adoption of the British North 
America act, the written constitu- 
tion of the Dominion. Even the 
Indian and Eskimo settlements in 
the Far Nerth joined in the cele- 
bration, according to members of 
the committee in charge of the 
demonstration here. 


Receipt of a message from King 
George at the Parliament Building 
here at noon and the royal salute 
by a battery of field artillery was 
the signal for the opening of fes- 
tivities, : 


A special hook-up of radio sta- 
tions was arranged to broadcast 
the ceremonies throughout Canada 
and into the United States, while 
a short wave station was prepared 
to send them across the Atlantic 
to the mother country. 

Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 1s 
scheduled to arrive tomorrow in 
the “Spirit of St. Louis,” the plane 
he piloted on his non-stop flight 
from New York to Paris. He is 
to be the guest of honor, in com- 
pany with William Phillips, the 
first American Minister to Canada, 
at an official dinner given by the 
Government tomorrow night. The 
flyer also is to receive a gold med- 
al, similar to the jubilee medals 
which will be gwWen to King 
George, the Prince of Wales, and 
Viscount Willingdon.

Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, through its triennial con- 


vention has returned to its former 
method of organization, in which 
the Grand Chief Engineer is _ its 
chief executive officer. The ac- 
tion, which eliminates the offices 
of president. first and second vice 
presidents and secretary, came 
with the adoption of a committee 
resolution which made no mention 
of the present officeholders. 

A second resolution adopted au- 
thorized Alvaney Johnston, present 
Grand Chief Engineer, ,to name a 
board of three temporary trustees 
to take over the management of 
the brotherhood’s financial enter- 
prises. 

William B. Prenter, president of 
the Brotherhood; L. G. Griffing, 
first vice president: Harry P.

the officers who wil! be eliminated. 
They will continue to hold office 
until the regular election at the 
close of the convention, probably a 
week or 10 days hence. 

Johnston then named the tem- 
porary trustees as follows: G. O. 
Barnhart of Spokane, Wash., C. W. 
Simpson of Lancaster, Tenn... and 
A. J. Campbell of Fort. William, 
Ontario. 

The new setup of the officers, 
which amounts to a reversal to the 
organization in effect before the 
office of president was created 
for the late Warren S. Stone, pro- 
vides for a grand chief engineer, 
a first assistant grand chief en- 
gineer, a secretary-treasurer, a per. 
manent board of three _ trustees 
for the financial operations and 
an advisory board to be compose 
of a group of assistant grand 
chief engineers, probably about 
nine in number.

Four times during the luncheon 
the crowds at the tables arose and 
cheered the record-breaking flyers. 
The first acclamation came when 
the aviators entered the roof gar- 
den, decked with flower leis, 
where the banquet was held. 

The two yourng men, in the fly- 
ing force’s uniform, ate — their 
luncheon under difficulties, with 
motion pictures and news cameras 
Clicking in front of their table. 

“Smile, please,” directed § the 
cameramen, and Hegenberger 
dropped his spoon and Maitland 
blushed. 

Story in Four Sentences, 

Maitland told the story of his 
flight over again, but this time he 
told it in four sentences, punctuat- 
ed with smiles. 

“Yesterday was the happiest 
day of my life,” he declared. “I 
had planned and hoped for that 
day ever since I first joined the 
service. When I saw Kauai and 
the Oahu, I was the happiest fel- 
low in America. I’m very happy 
to be here and I’m pleased with 
the reception we've received. 
Thank you.” 

Hegenberger’s talk was just as 
brief. He expressed their be- 
wilderment at finding they were 
“really here,” and continued, 
“We're grateful that we were 
chosen for the mission. It is 4 
dream come true. I can’t find 
words to express my appreciation 
of the reception you have given 
us. 

“During the three years I was 
stationed at Hawaii, I learned tu 
love the people here and it .seems 
good to be back again.” Then he 
sat down. 

“Bravo, kid!” commented Mait- 
land. 

The crowd cheered as 
General Edward M. Lewis intro- 
duced each flyer, linking their 
names with those of Lowell Smith 
the late Captain John — Rodgers.

The aviators who flew from Oak- 
land, Cal., over the 2400 miles of 
ocean, Plan to leave for San Fran- 
cisco Wednesday on the steamer 
Maui. The giant Fokker plane, 
which made the longest flight over 
water, will be left in Hawaii for 
inter-island flying by Army avia- 
tors. 

The love of the aviator for his 
plane, like the traditional love of 
the sailor for his ship, was proved 
yesterday when Maitland and Heg- 
enberger visited the great mono- 
Plane which bore them at nearly 
100 miles an hour tn the history- 
making flight of 25 hours and 560 
minutes. 

Hawaiians marveled at the en- 
durance shown by the voung Army 
flyers.

ANGLO-SOVIET LABOR 
BREAK REPORTED NEAR 


‘“‘All-Red’’ Congress to Con- 
demn Attitude of British 
Unions— Sabotage Alleged.

$2,750,000,000 IN INSURANCE 
CONVERTED BY WAR VETERANS

CHINA DOUBLES SURTAX ON

existing surtax of 2% per cent 
agreed upon by the Washington 
conference, he will collect a fur- 
ther 2% per cent on all imports 
classified as luxuries. The imposi- 
tion of the additional surtax will be 
operative July 4.

He also 
wears this hat on his short walks 
about the lodge. Generally he has 
ben sticking pretty close to the 
summer residence. 

Newspapers are getting their 
usual close attention from the 
President and he is keeping in- 
formed also by special wires 
from Washington and by mail. The 
motion picture films and news 
reels, which he particularly likes, 
also are being shown about twice 
a week, 

White House attaches are pre- 
paring for July 4. Mrs. Coolidge 
was laying in a supply of fire- 
works and in the kitchen the 
largest mixing bowl has been taken 
from the cupboard for the big cake 
which will mark the day which 
happens also to be the President's 
55th birthday. 

A cowboy band from Terry, 
Mont., intends to serenade the 
President with Western tunes to 
be interspersed by a goodly rendi- 
tion of “Yankee Doodle Boy, Born 
on the Fourth of July.”

|TREASURY SURPLUS 


OF $630,809.00 


Excess Funds Are Being Used to 
Reduce United States 
Debt. 


By the Asenciated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 1.—The 


Government rounded out the fiscal 
year last night with a treasury 
surplus of $635,809,921, the great- 
est im history. Acting Secretary 
Mills expressed the opinion, how- 
ever, that the amount was to an 
extent misleading because of non- 
recurring items which contributed 
to it. 

Inasmuch as Congress, at its last 
session, did not pass legislation to 
apply at least a part@of the sur- 
plus to further reduction of taxes, 
it is being applied to decreasing 
the public debt. 

It is the intention, however, of 
congressional leaders to put 
through a permanent tax-reduction 
bill at the next session, and first 
steps toward that end will be taken 
when the House Ways and Means 
Committee meets Oct. 31 to con- 
sider a new schedule of rates. 


Libérty Bonds Retired. 


In reviewing operations of the 
Treasury during the current fiscal 
year, officials pointed out that 
along with a reduction of more 
than $1,000,000,000 in the public 
debt, several offerings of certifi- 
cates and bonds had been floated, 
and approximately $1,828,000,000 
of Second Liberty Loan bonds and 
a considerable amount of the Third 
Liberty Loan had been ~“etired. 

The sinking fund for 1928 
amounting to $353,000,000 comes 
into operation today and probably 
will be used to further retire the 
Second Liberties. The fund was 
created in 1920 for refunding pur- 
poses, to continue until all Lib- 
erty Bonds and Victory Notes are 
retired. 

Saving in Interest. 

The March financing program of 
the Treasury, officials said, effect- 
ed a savings of approximately $10,- 
000,000 in interest annually, while 
a further saving of approximately 
$15,000,000 in interest payments 
was effected by the June financing 
when a 20-year 3% per cent bond 
was offered for the Liberties. The 
June financing marked the first 
time since 1911 that the Govern- 
ment has undertaken long-term 
financing at an interest rate of 
less than 3% per cent. The 20- 
year issue will amount to $493,- 
000,000. 

The offer of the Treasury to buy 
Second Liberties at above par 
closed last night. Treasury offi- 
clals predict that this will be the 
last offering before the call date 
of Nov. 15, when the bonds wili be 
redeemed in cash. Approximately 
$243.000,000 in bonds were offered 
for exchange. Outstanding Second 
Liberties now aggregate $1,276,- 
000.000. 

The gross debt is $18,511,906,- 
931. 85. At the close of the year. 
the annual rate on the interest 
bearing debt was 3.96 per cent, 
below four per cent for the first 
time since the close of the world 
war. At the end of last year the 
rate was 4.09 per cent.

consider abolishing the submarine 
if such action were made universal,

The British delegates proposed 
creating two categories of subma- 
rines, one with a maximum size 
of 600 tons, and the other with & 
maximum of 1600_tons, with an 
age limit of 15 years. The Ameri- 
cans are reported to favor a high- 
er maximum than 1600 tons on ace 
count of the paucity of American 
naval bases. It ig said that the 
Japanese have suggested making 
the age limit for submarines 12 
years.

credited scientist, Dr. Berman, as- 
saulting the over-confident advance 
guard of his own army. Dr. Ber- 
man will be remembered as author 
of “The Glands Regulating Per- 
sonality,” which appeared several 
years ago and in which he under- 
took to show the effect of internal 
secretions on character. No doubt 
many who have heard of his theory 
but have not read his book, are 
under the tmpression that he pre- 
sumed to explain human personal- 
ity wholly as a product of glandu- 
lar activity. Certainly he has been 
mistaken for a Behaviorist, that is 
to say, one who would make Psy- 
chology merely an extension of 
Physiology, explaining the phenom- 
ena of consciousness as pneing no 
more than automatic physical reac- 
tions to environment. 

But if anyone has been yearning 
for an effective assault upon Be- 
haviorism, let him read Dr. Ber- 
man’s little book. Being a scientist 
himself, his attack is no hopeless 
siege from without the walls of the 
sacred city. It’s an insurrcction: 
and the slaughter of unscientific 
half-truths and gratuitous assump- 
tions makes a fine intellectual holi- 
day. 

After discussing the origin of 
Behaviorism in experimental rat 
and guinea pig psychology, and 
pointing out Jarge holes in .the 
reasoning of Behaviorists, Dr. Ber- 
man considers’ the ethical signifi- 
cance Of a doctrine- which robs 
human life of human meaning and 
makes it appear. no more than 
“something going on in the guts 
and giands.”” Why. should anyone 
go on behaving with that view? 

Over against this curiously blind 
doctrine, Dr. Berman places the 
“Gestalt”. theory of the German 
psychologists. The name means 
“pattern,” and the fundamental 
idea in the theory is very ancient. 
It has to do with the human ne- 
cessity of striving to view oneself 
and one’s activities as part of a 
great whole. Behaviorism empha- 
sizes isolated facts. Gestaltism in- 
sists that only when perceived as 
parts of a significant pattern have 
facts any meaning, and that it is 
just this faculty for shaping the 


|facts of experience into intelligible 


patterns that makes man human. 
Man, then, will realize his distinct- 


‘ively human aspirations in propor- 


tion as he relates himself to the 
largest pattern he can conceive. 
Thus, though scientific terms are 
used, we get back to an idea that 
is fundamental in religion. . 
Since there is a notion abroad 
to the effect that modern scientflic 
knowledge somehow justifies a cyn- 
ical attitude toward life, this little

Lwhen an anoa, a forest ox, was 


brought here from Celebes ‘Island, 
near Borneo. The little animal is 
of unintposing size but is exceed- 
ingly dangerous, according to 
George P. Vierheller, superintend- 
ent of the gardens, who has cau- 
tioned caretakers to show the ut- 
most deference when entering the 
pen in which the anoa is kept. 

The anoa is a genus of buffalo, 
but has many physical character- 
istics of the antelope.

HAVE A GENEROUS SUPPLY 
OF NICE HAM SANDWICHES 


This Popular Tidbit Has Few Ri- 
vals in Foods for Outdoor 
Parties. 

Modern hostesses may turn up 
their noses when ham sandwiches 
are suggested for picnic dinners 
or suppers. The fact remains, 
however, that there is nothing ex- 
cept spring chicken that can Bat- 
isfy the keen out-of-doors appetite 
like a ham sandwich. 


Those housewives who are plan-. 


ning picnic baskets for the Fourth 
of July will do well to include a 
plentiful supply of ham sandwich- 
es. 

A filling of plain ham, of ham 
and egg, or of ground ham com- 
bined with salad dressing, mustard 
dressing, chili sauce, chopped ol- 
ives and pickles, minced onion and 
celery, or green pepper is easy to 
prepare. 

For the ground ham, use any 
left-over parts of boiled and baked 
ham, or buy a ham ehank and boil 
it until well done. When cold, re- 
move the meat from the bone and 
chop \it fine or put it through a 
meat grinder. Add any more 
seasoning that may be desired and 
then moisten with salad dressing, 
boiled or mayonnaise, until a paste 
is formed of the right consistency 
to spread. 

Meat from a smoked shoulder 
can be prepared and used in ex- 
acily the same way. 

Picnic Sandwiches. 
_ One cup ground cooked ham, 
one-half teaspoon minced onion, 
one-half cup chopped gherkins, 
mayonnaise or mustard dressing. 

Mix the ham, gherkins and on- 
ion juice; moisten with the dreés- 
ing. Spread this mixture on slices 
of buttered bread, cover it with 
lettuce, and place on top another 
slice of buttered bread. This is 
especially good when made with 
whole wheat bread. 


DEVILED EGGS POPULAR 
ON HIKES AND PICNICS 


In “Ye Olden Times” Picnic Bask- 
ets Were Incomplete Without 
These Delicacies. 

Tourists, campers and hikers will 
make no mistake if th include in 
their lunch menu old-fashioned 
deviled eggs. 

In former days every picnic 
hamper included this delicacy and 
modern cookery experts have failed 
to think up anything that can take 
_ place of deviled eggs. In fact, 
the only modern improvement in 
the dish is the advice to wrap each 
deviled egg in waxed paper before 
it is put into the basket or hamp- 
er. 

Several recipes for deviling eggs 
follow: © 

Cut six hard-boiled eggs length- 
wise. Remove yolks and mix with 
one cup of crushed Hawatiian pine- 
apple, one tablespoon vinegar and 
one-half teaspoon salt.

A crab may grow a perfectly 
good new claw, but a lizard can- 
not grow a new tail] as good as the 
old one and a mammal, of which 
you are one, cannot replace a lost 
limb at all. 

All that remains for you when 
you have lost a leg or part of one, 
is the power to heal over the 
stump, to enable the work of the 
lost part to be carried on as best 
you can. This is because you are 
a highly specialized animal. 

The more highly specialized the 
animal the less is its capacity for 
regeneration. 

The cells of your central nervous 
system can never be repaired, and 
voluntary muscle, once in part, de- 
stroyed, makes only the feebilest 
attempts at regeneration. That is 
because the cellg of which they 
are composed are “highly special- 
ized.” | 

But the comparatively unspecial- 
ized skin can be renewed with ease. 

As compensation for this failure 
of the most specialf%ed cells to re- 
generate, the less specialized re- 
generate better in man than they 
do in loWer animals. 

This regenerative power is con- 
entrated in what are called the 
connective tissue cells which exist 
all over the body, These celis 
bulld up bone. cartilage and other 
supporting tissues in the embryo. 
But after this work is finished a 
great number of them are ieft and 
they undertake the work of repair 
when and where it is needed in the 
other tissues, 

Skin heals itself by multiplying 
its cells, but the wounds of al- 
most every tissue and organ heai 
by a process of chronic inflamma- 
tion. “This is the work of these 
cells, which produce mainly a sort 
of white fibrous tissue containing 
a few biood vessels. 

Bone is an exception, since most 
injuries to it are repaired by the 
formation of true new bone, an 
actual regeneration, but sometimes 
these celig repair injuries in other 
parts by replacing them with bone 
where bone did not occur in the 


a 
temperature of their surround- 
ings. Thus we sweat when we 
are hot and cool Ourselves by 
evaporation. We shiver when we 
are cold to warm ourselves by 
muscular effort. The body al- 
Ways has a reserve of heat which 
it loses normally by radiation and 
evaporation from the skin. When 
the body is infected the tempera- 
ture normally rises to a’ certain 
level, where it is still regulated but 
resists any attempt. to bring it 
down. Baths and certain crugs 
may reduce it for a short time, but 
it will then go up again. Under 
these circumstances your fever is 
your friend. It ts a fact that, in 
all ordinary infections. a patient 
with a marked fever does better 
than a patient whose temperature 
does not rise n.uch. Unless, there- 
fore, the temperature regulation 
gets quite out of control, it is wisest 
to leave the fever to run its natura! 
course. It may be.that the tem- 
perature which the microbes like 
best is lower than that produced 
by fever. 

Parasites are animals which have 
elected to live at the expense of 
others. Among them are infective 
micro-organisms. Some of then 
normally live on the surface of your 
body without doing any harm. Sut 
the struggle for life is so keen that 
a number of these push forward 
and enter the tissues. They do this 
by developing active means of ag- 
gression, such as forming toxins. 
Or they develop passive shields of 
defense such as the capsules with 
which some bacteria surround 
themselves in the body. The body. 
in turn, evolves defenses in the 
course of evolution to meet each 
fresh device of these parasites. The 
devices which I have mentioned. 
called multiplication and fever, are 
your chief means of defense against 
these invaders, who try to invade 
your works through the  breac)) 
made by some injury.

| Fans for Summer 
Coolness

F YOU can possibly afford it, 
[ nave a window fan installed in 

your kitchen before hot weathers 
comes. These fans, operating from 
an electric light socket, draw the 
hot air out rapidly as formed, 
produce a good circulation of air 
and bring a fresh breeze into the 
home kitchen. If you cannot af- 
ford this, at least permit yoursell 
the luxury of & small portable fan. 
There are few devices costing 580 
little from which so much com- 
fort can be attained in one sum- 
mer, The worker in the home 
needs to remember that the port- 
able electric fan was made mov- 
able for the very reason that it is 
needed in many places in the home 
workshop, and that it can perform 
many services. Attached to any 
light socket, it is as ready to do 
husiness in the kitchen as in the 
drawing room; in the laundry as 
in the sewing room—and it is like- 
ly to be needed in all of these 
places. 

Body coolness depends upon a 
sufficient circulation of air te 
carfy away moisture from the sur 
face of the body. This evaporation 
gives the body a sense of coolners. 
It is not necessary, however, that 
the fan be turned directly on the 
person to achieve the desired e- 
sults. In fact, the fa nhas >e- 
come unpopular in some cases 
by those who have made this 
mistake in using it. Indirect 
cooling ts as satisfactory as in- 
direct lighting. When the fan is 
turned toward a wall instead of 
toward the back of the individual 
the waves of air are indirectly dis- 
tributed and do not give the effect 
of a draught on the back of the 
neck, and the resulting complaints 
of colds resulting. 


The portable fan may be s60 
Placed that with the aid of an 
open window it makes the kitchen 
odorless as well as cooler, by draw- 
ing the offensive smelis of cooking 
up the hood wentilator, or out of 
the open window. While the port- 
able fan can be pressed into this 
service, especial fans that may be 
set in the window pane or placed 
in the ventilator above the stove 
may now be purchased for the 
home as well-as for the commer- 
cial kitchen. These fans may also 
be operated from a light socket 
at a small operating cost. 

For assisting in drying the hand 
wash of clothes on a damp day, 
when they refuse to dry in time 
to be ironed and ready when need- 
ed, the fan may help. It may also 
assist in drying the home washed 
hair, the newly cleaned white shoes 
or gloves, or in cooling the newly 
made fudge or drying a cake icing 
that is a bit stubborn about stif- 
'fening. The electric fan, plus the 
| electric iron have made ironing al- 
| most a heatless job.

Don't fuss 
about that. Let him work in his 
own way even if, in your mind, he 
is spoiling material. 
Give hima few hints about 
joints, show him how to use a 
mitre box. If you can’t, the car- 
penter will gladly drop in and give 
him a lesson now and then. But 
the lesson is only to indicate the 
right process, It is never to dictate 
the work or the kind of work. That, 
the boy must feel free to make his 
cwn.

lowing exercise will help you a 
great deal. It is particularly good 
to reduce flabbiness from the hips 
and it is flabbiness that usually 
causes bunches to appearon the 
thighs. Solid muscle has a habit 
of packing itself down flatly, 
whereas fat and flabbiness just 
stick out in bunches here and 
and that is what spoils 

many a straightline frock. 


The exercise isn’t new...it’s a 
real “old-timer” and I’m _ con- 
stantly surprised that more people 
do not know of it. I suppose it’s 
been lost in the mad scramble 
after newer fads and fancies. 


It is called the pedaling exercise 
and is an adaptation of the old 
pedaling movement used when bi- 
cycles were fashionable. 

To do the exercise, lie flat on 
the back on the floor, then pull 
the left knee backward as close to 
the chest as you can, letting the 
toes point ceilingward. Now push 
the foot up and out, which 
straightens out the knee, then pull 
the foot backward, which bends 
the knee, again bringing it back 
to the first position. As the foot 
is pushed up and out it describes 
the top of a circle, as it Is pulled 
back it makes the bottom part of 
a circle so that when properly 
done the foot completes a full and 
continuous circle. Repeat the 
movement with the right foot. Al- 
ternate in this manner for five 


| F you are having trouble keep- 


minutes, then work both feet to- 
gether for a few minutes, 

The action, when alternating, is 
exactly like pedaling a bicycle, and 
while it should be done slowly at 
first until the mechanics of the 
exercise are fully mastered, speed 
is what makes the hips flat, so the 
action should be gradually speed 
ed up until a very fast pace is set 

TRis exercise, if done properly 
twice each day should take off two 
inches from the hip measurement 
within four or five weeks. But re- 
member that accuracy and speed 
are necessary for good results, so 
be content to go slowly until the 
right action is achieved. Then 
pretend you're. back id the old 
days and out to set a new speed 
record for bicycles!
